WASHINGTON! The bioterrorism expert under 
scrutiny in the 2001 anthrax attacks sued 
Attorney General John Ashcroft and other 
government officials Tuesday, accusing them 
of using him as a scapegoat for their failure 
to make an arrest in the case. 

Dr. Steven J. Hatfill said Ashcroft and 
other federal authorities destroyed his repu- 
tation and ruined his job prospects by label- 
ing him a “person of interest” in the case, cir- 


culating his photo and improperly leaking 
aspects of the investigation to the media. 

Hatfill wants his name cleared and seeks 
unspecified damages from Ashcroft, the 
Justice Department, the FBI and other cur- 
rent and former FBI and Justice officials. 

Federal officials have said Hatfill is not 
a suspect and that they have no evidence 
directly linking him to the October 2001 
anthrax attacks, samhananel(ap) 


Report on 
Columbia 
Hits NASA 

Bottom line, not safety took 
priority with management 

WASHINGTON | NASA’s overconfident man- 
agement and inattention to safety were as 
much a cause of the Columbia accident as 
the chunk of foam that struck the shuttle 
with deadly force, investigators concluded 
Tuesday. Without drastic changes, they said, 
another disaster is likely. 

In a scathing 248 -page report com- 
ing almost seven months to the day after 
the spacecraft disintegrated over Texas, 
the Columbia Accident 
Investigation Board said 
the shuttle was not “inher- 
ently unsafe,” but issued a 
series of recommendations 
for a safe return to flight. 

“The board strongly 
believes that if these per- 
sistent, systemic flaws are 
not resolved, the scene is set for another acci- 
dent,” the investigators wrote. 

The board said the space agency lacks 
“effective checks and balances, does not have 
an independent safety program and has not 
demonstrated the characteristics of a learn- 
ing organization.” 

Board member John Barry put it this 
way: “NASA had conflicting goals of cost, 
schedule and safety. Unfortunately, safety 
lost out.” 

NASA Administrator Sean O’Keefe 
pledged to make the necessary changes. 
“We are, all of us at NASA, a part of the 

solution.” MARCIA DUNN (AP)

U.S. Faces Years 
Of Bud^ Deficits 


Analysts warn outlook 
will grow more dire 
if spending inereases 

WASHINGTON | The federal govern- 
ment is in store for at least eight 
more years of budget deficits, 
including a record $480 billion 
shortfall in 2004, congressional 
budget analysts said Tuesday. 

The Congressional Budget Office 
warned the numbers will become 
more dire if the White House gets 
its way on tax cuts and Congress 
fails to rein in spending. 

They said the budget outlook 
“has worsened substantially” since 
its last review in March, when it put 
next year’s deficit at $200 billion. 

Much of that is the result of 
subsequent acts of Congress 
to cut taxes and increase spend- 


ing for defense and the war in 
Iraq, it said. 

The CBO, a nonpartisan 
group, said the budget will edge 
back into the black in 2012 and 
2013, but will record an accu- 
mulated deficit of almost $1.4 
trillion in the 2004-2013 peri- 
od. In March, it predicted a sur- 
plus of $891 billion in that period. 

Democrats seized on the report 
as proof that the Bush administra- 
tion policy of cutting taxes while 
demanding more for defense and 
homeland security was threatening 
the nation’s economic viability. 

The White House and GOP lead- 
ers, however, argued the deficit was 
manageable, only a small percentage 
of the national economy, and that 
they could reduce it by strengthen- 
ing the economy and holding down 
spending, jim abrams (ap) 


Texas Session Ends Without Decision 


Academy to 
Punish Cadets for 
Drinking Incident 

AIR FORCE ACADEMY, COLO. | The 
entire cadet corps will get a dressing 
down because of a weekend under- 
age drinking incident that embar- 
rassed an Air Force Academy still 
struggling to overcome a sexual 
assault scandal, the new superin- 
tendent said Tuesday. 

All 4,000 students at the acad- 
emy outside Colorado Springs will 


be lectured Thursday about the con- 
sequences to their military careers 
and to the institution, Lt. Gen. John 
W. Rosa said. 

Seven 20- and 21-year-old 
cadets were caught in a hotel room 
off-campus early Saturday with two 
young women, 16 and 18 years old. 
All were ticketed by police. 

Rosa said any cadet found to 
have supplied alcohol to a minor 
would most likely be expelled from 
the academy under a the academy’s 
zero -tolerance drinking policy that 
is part of the “agenda of change” 
ordered by the Air Force, (ap) 


Democrats who stalled

AUSTIN, TEXAS | The Texas legisla- 
ture adjourned its second 30 -day 
special legislative session Tuesday 
without passing a congressional 
redistricting bill, as 11 Senate 
Democrats blocked consideration 
of the measure by maintaining their 
self-imposed exile in New Mexico. 


The Democrats have said the cur- 
rent map should not be changed, 
and that proposals 
before the GOP- 
dominated legisla- 
ture this year would 
have hurt minority 
representation. 

Republicans, Perry 

led by U.S. House 

Majority Leader Tom DeLay, 
have said recent voting trends 
show Texas should have more 


Republicans representing the state 
in Washington. 

Democrats have a 17-15 majority 
in the Texas delegation now. 

Republican Gov. Rick Perry has 
indicated he would call another spe- 
cial session to make yet another try 
to get approval for new congressio- 
nal boundaries. But he has not said 
when it would start. 

Efforts to address redistricting 
have failed three times this year.

Dallas Police Chief 
Fired Amid Scandal 


Cops lawyer alleges 
raee played a role 
in the eity s deeision 

DALLAS I Police Chief Terrell Bolton 
was fired Tuesday, ending a four- 
year tenure marked by the nation’s 
worst big- city crime rate and a scan- 
dal over fake drugs allegedly plant- 
ed on suspects. 

City Manager Ted Benavides 
said he fired Bolton, effective 
immediately, because “after four 
years I just thought it was time to 
go in a new direction.” He said there 
was no one cause, but “an accumu- 


lation of issues.” 

Bolton’s attorney. Bob Hinton, 
described the firing as a person- 
ality conflict between Bolton and 
Mayor Laura Miller, adding he 
didn’t think Bolton would have 
been let go “if the chief had not been 
African-American.” He would not 
elaborate. 

Bolton said he didn’t know 
why he had been let go, adding, “I 
think I’ve given Dallas everything 
that I could give Dallas within the 
resources that I had.” 

Miller, who is white, said the 
firing was Benavides’s decision, 
not hers, but she supported it and

was not happy with Bolton’s per- 
formance. 

Bolton, 45, has been with the 
department for 23 years and became 
the city’s first black chief when he 
was promoted in 1999. Assistant 
Chief Randy Hampton was named 
interim chief while a search for a 
permanent replacement is con- 
ducted.

HONOLULU I The public transporta- 
tion system for Honolulu and the rest 
of Oahu came to a halt early Tuesday 
when the union representing 1,300 
bus workers went on strike, strand- 
ing tens of thousands of commuters 
on Hawaii’s most populous island.

NEWARK, N.J. I Leila Negron, whose 
husband was killed at the World 
Trade Center, dreads hearing the 
details of phone calls made from 
the twin towers that day. 

“For me and my children, it’s 
like being slapped in the face with 
it happening again,” said Negron, 
36, whose husband, Peter, worked 
as an environmental specialist. 


The impending release of the 
transcripts of the calls is evoking 
a range of responses from victims’ 
families less than three weeks before 
the second anniversary of the Sept. 
11 attack that killed 2,792 people. 

A state judge ruled Friday that 
the transcripts must be released 
by the close of business Thursday, 
rejecting a bid by the Port Authority, 


which owned the trade center, to 
back out of an agreement it made 
with The New York Times in July. 

Dorothy McLaughlin, whose 
36-year-old son George died 
in the attack, acknowledged the 
transcripts could be disturbing, 
“but by the other token, I know 
that a lot of families would like 
to hear.” (ap)

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U.S. Rounds Up 
Bandits in Iraq

24 suspects captured 
in huge operation; key 
figure eludes troops 

KHALIS, IRAQ I U.S. forces launched 
Operation Ivy Needle Tuesday in 
a series of raids with hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of soldiers 
searching out bandits, gangsters 
and Saddam Hussein loyalists. At 
least 24 suspects were captured. 

Operation Ivy Needle swept up 
the 24 suspected criminals and 
Saddam loyalists near Baqouba, 42 
miles north of Baghdad. Hundreds 
of troops, backed by helicopters, 
tanks and Bradley fighting vehi- 
cles chased a convicted murderer 
and gangster named Lateef Hamed 
al Kubaishat — known as Lateef 
by U.S. forces, said U.S. Col. David 


Hogg. Lateef was imprisoned and 
serving multiple life sentences for 
murder until Saddam granted 
amnesty to all prisoners last year. 

Lateef escaped capture, but the 
military said it caught seven men 
it was specifically looking for and 
seized arms. A later raid on the 
home of a gunrunner netted three 
men after troops surrounded the 
house. The three suspects tried 
to flee, with one firing a heavy 
machine gun. He was wounded 
in the leg. No U.S. soldiers were 
reported killed or injured. 

The death toll of American 
troops killed in postwar Iraq sur- 
passed the number killed in major 
combat, reaching 140 with the death 
of a soldier in a roadside bombing 
and a second in a separate traffic 
accident. 


When President George W. Bush 
declared an end to major combat on 
May 1, the death toll of Americans 
stood at 138. Counting the deaths 


that have occurred since, a total of 
278 soldiers have been killed since 
the Iraq war began on March 20.

IAEA Finds 
Uranium at 
Iran Plant 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I U.N. inspectors 
found traces of highly enriched, 
weapons-grade uranium at an 
Iranian nuclear facility, a report 
by the U.N. nuclear agency says. 
Iran said Tuesday the traces came 
with equipment purchased abroad 
decades ago. 

Agency inspectors found “par- 
ticles” of highly enriched uranium 
that could be used in a weapons pro- 
gram at the facility at Natanz, said 
the report prepared for a meeting 
of the U.N. agency’s board Sept. 8 
in Vienna. Contents of the report 
were made known to The Associated 
Press by diplomats who requested 
anonymity. 

The United States has accused 
Iran of developing a clandestine 
nuclear weapons program, violat- 
ing the Nuclear Nonproliferation 
Treaty barring the spread of atomic 
weapons. 

Iran has denied the allegations, 
insisting its programs are devoted 
only to generating electricity.

Liberian capital 
calmed despite 
fighting in interior 

MONROVIA, LIBERIA I Liberia’s 
army claimed rebels had overrun 
two towns in a new push appar- 
ently aimed at clearing government 
forces from the north, and aid work- 
ers and civilians reported panicked 
streams of refugees in flight Tuesday 
from the alleged advance. 

The reported offensive, which 
comes despite a week-old peace 
deal meant to end 14 years of con- 
flict in the country, would put the 
rebels within 65 miles of the capi-

AFGHANISTAN 

U.S., Afghan Forces Clash 
With Taliban in Southeast 

U.S. and Afghan forces clashed 
with suspected Taliban fighters 
in the mountains of southeastern 
Afghanistan on Tuesday, a day after 
American jets bombarded a camp 
and killed at least 14 rebels, offi- 
cials said. It was not immediately 
possible to confirm whether any 
Taliban were killed in the fight- 
ing in Zabul province, said Khalil 
Hotak, chief of the provincial intel- 
ligence service, (ap) 

AFRICA 

Ivory Coast Rebels Kill 
Two French Soldiers 

Rebels shot and killed two French 
soldiers in a remote fishing village 
in Ivory Coast, marking France’s 
first combat deaths as it tries to 
restore peace in its former colony 
after a 9 -month civil war, French 
military officers said Tuesday. The 
killings came with tensions rising 
sharply here over alleged plots to 
overthrow the West African nation’s 
tremendously shaky post-war 
power-sharing government, (ap) 

JAPAN 

10,000 Officers to Be 
Added to Police Force 

Japan plans to add 10,000 officers 
to its police force over the next three 
years as part of an emergency pro- 
gram to fight a rise in crime blamed 
on the nation’s economic woes. The 
number of crimes committed in 
Japan has risen for the last seven 
years, a trend widely attributed 
to the country’s longest economic 
slump in decades. Violent crime 
remains rare by the standards of 
other developed nations, (ap) 

GREAT BRITAIN 

Did Roman Warriors 
Wear Socks? 

Archaeologists excavating a Roman 
site in London unearthed a bronze 
foot from a statue that appears to 
be wearing a sock, according to a 
release Tuesday. The Romans, who 
occupied much of Britain for sev- 
eral centuries, have traditionally 
been seen as tough and hardy set- 
tlers who wore open toe sandals 
even in the coldest winter weath- 
er. The recent find could turn that 
idea on its head, (ap)

Storm Packs a Whallop 


Furious downpour 
shuts down Beltway; 
thousands lose power 

WASHINGTON | A Severe thunder- 
storm created rush hour havoc 
Tuesday, bringing down trees 
and power lines and closing the 
Capital Beltway in both direc- 
tions. Thousands were left with- 
out power and commuter trains 
were delayed. 

The Maryland State Highway 
Administration said power lines 
were down on both the inner 


and outer loops of the Beltway in 
Greenbelt. State police said the 
lines electrified guardrails and 
other parts of the highway infra- 
structure. 

In the District and Maryland, 
the storm cut power to about 
79,000 Pepco customers, most 
of them in Montgomery County. 
Dominion Virginia Power said at 
least 50,000 customers were left 
in the dark, mostly in Alexandria 
and Herndon. 

A Montgomery fire and rescue 
spokesman said at least 12 build- 
ings were struck by lightning. 


Trees fell across the tracks on 
marc’s Brunswick line in the 
Gaithersburg- Germantown area, 
causing delays of up to an hour for 
trains on that line. 

Service wasn’t delayed on Metro, 
but eight stations lost power and 
operated on backup resources, 
spokeswoman Cheryl Johnson 
said, limiting light and leaving 
fare gates, escalators and most 
elevators inoperable. 

The Beltway reopened around 6 
p.m.. Prince George’s County Fire 
and Rescue officials said, and no 
one was injured, (ap)

Muhammad’s Lawyers 
Win Witness Name Battle 


MANASSAS, VA. | Prosecutors will 
likely be required to provide defense 
lawyers the names of witnesses who 
identified sniper suspect John Allen 
Muhammad out of a photo lineup, 
a judge ruled Tuesday. 

The witnesses cannot direct- 
ly link Muhammad to the Oct. 9 
shooting of Dean Harold Meyers 
outside a Manassas-area gas sta- 
tion, but are expected to testify 
about Muhammad’s general where- 
abouts during the three-week sniper 
spree in October. 

Before Tuesday’s hearing, pros- 
ecutors had only turned over infor- 
mation about two witnesses who 


could not identify Muhammad out 
of a photo lineup. 

Judge LeRoy F. Millette Jr. 
ordered prosecutors to provide 
defense lawyers with details about 
the procedures used in the photo 
lineup. If defense lawyers still have 
questions about the proceudres, 
prosecutors must give the defense 
lawyers the witnesses’ names. 

Also Tuesday, Millette ruled 
prosecutors must provide excul- 
patory information contained in 
23 pages of police interviews of 
people who knew Muhammad 
when he lived in Washington state.

In either case, a deal would leave 
the French media and utilities con- 
glomerate a “substantial minority 
interest” in a U.S. media company, 
the company said in a statement. 

The assets for sale include

movie and TV studios; and sev-

In its statement, Vivendi also 
said it was still exploring a pub- 
lic offering for Vivendi Universal 
Entertainment.

NBC wants to merge Vivendi’s 
entertainment assets with its own 
holdings, including the CNBC 
and MSNBC cable channels and 
Telemundo, a Spanish-language 
broadcaster.

Lester Bangs’s 
‘gonzo criticism’ lives 
on in new anthology 

BOOKS I It’s almost perverse to say, 
but the past few years have been 
good to Lester Bangs. 

True, he died in 1982. But 
between the portrayal of Bangs 
as a cynical sage in the 2000 
film “Almost Famous” and Jim 
DeRogatis’s biography, “Let It 
Blurt,” the man hailed as America’s 
greatest rock critic is experiencing 
a cultural resurgence. 

Now Bangs’s work can speak 
for itself, thanks to “Mainlines, 
Blood Feasts and Bad Taste: A 
Lester Bangs Reader.” 

The anthology celebrates Bangs 
as the foremost practitioner of a 
form of gonzo criticism that has 
mostly died out. Anyone these days 
who asked the sorts of impudent 
interview questions Bangs asked 
would have trouble getting pub- 
licists to return his calls. 

Editor John Morthland’s choices 
show Bangs in all his scruffy glory, 
gleefully tearing into the Beatles 
for pomposity, championing acts 
like Anne Murray and exploring 
his antagonistic relationship with

and frequently needled. 

“He has succeeded in taking a 
hissing Muzak whiz,” Bangs wrote in 
his review of Reed’s “Metal Machine 
Music.” “Perhaps I should also men- 
tion that I like this record.” 

Bangs was a passionate and 
knowledgeable music fan; he 
scorned hollow style and the arti- 
fice of empty coolness. His crav- 
ing for musical honesty colors “The 
Blood Feast of Reddy Kilowatt!,” 
which poked fun at Emerson, Lake 
& Palmer for the prog-rock trio’s 
sonic excess. 

“If there’s an energy crisis, 
these guys amount to war crimi- 
nals,” Bangs wrote after describing 
equipment that took roadies five 
hours to set up and another five to 
break down. 

His pieces make no attempt 
at objectivity. There’s no critical 
detachment; he openly telegraphed 
his joy or disappointment with an 
album or musician based on his 
own taste and standards of artis- 
tic integrity. 

It’s a potentially divisive way 
to write, but it’s incredibly honest. 
Even at his most infuriating, and 
Bangs by all accounts could be infu- 
riating, his writing illuminates an 
aesthetic soul and a bleeding heart.

FILM STUDIES I When the strains of 
classical music break into a movie, 
the music often plays the same role 
that a glass of chardonnay might on 
a first date: as a suggestion, how- 
ever mild, of civilization, of “classi- 
ness.” A sighing string instrument 
can connote genteel romantic love, 
like gauze covering the camera. 

In Merchant Ivory films, clas- 
sical music represents a kind of 
well-upholstered high culture, 
piping through the soundtrack as 
Bentleys roll past deep green lawns 
to country homes. 

But Kristi Brown, a musicolo- 
gist at the Colburn School of the 
Performing Arts in Los Angeles, 
says the music of J.S. Bach often 
works differently.

says, tend toward geniuses driven 
mad by technology and rational- 
ism, or exemplars of a decadent 
European culture who’ve had the 
morality burned out of them —

(1974), to the erudite and malevolent 
Hannibal Lecter of “The Silence of 
the Lambs” (1991) and “Hannibal” 
(2001). Both men gruesomely kill, 
she points out, while playing the 
same piece, the 25th of Bach’s 
“Goldberg Variations.” 

Other homicidal Bach lovers 
include the brilliant, shape -shift- 
ing title character in “The Talented 
Mr. Ripley” (1999), who plays jazz 
to impress friends but favors “The 
Italian Concerto” when alone; the 
Nazis in “Schindler’s List” (1993), 
who pause to play a Bach piano suite 
on their way to ransack a Jewish 
ghetto; and the brainy, technolog- 
ically savvy serial killer in “Kiss 
the Girls” (1997), who gives a vic- 
tim menacing advice on how to play 
Bach on the violin. 

By all reports, Johann Sebastian 
Bach (1685-1750) was a good 
Lutheran who spent most of his 
life in a linden-lined Saxon town, 
playing organ, siring children and 
writing church music. 

Among his life’s biggest conflicts 
was a disagreement with a provin- 
cial church over his embellishing of 
chorale music. 

His scandal-less life surely influ- 
enced why so little is popularly known 
about Bach — and explains why all 
kinds of connotations can be pro- 
jected onto his music. 

“He’s kind of a blank in a lot 
of ways,” Brown says. “Most peo- 
ple can’t tell you much about 
Bach” — even those who, in part 
through films, think of Mozart 
as a wacky child prodigy and 
Beethoven as a tormented genius.

Beauty Queen’s Disability Claims Bring Lawsuit 


FRAUD I The federal government 
sued a former beauty queen 
Monday, claiming she fraudulent- 
ly collected more than $190,000 
in Social Security disability bene- 
fits, even while she was competing 
in pageants. 

Denise “Dee” Marie Henderson, 
43, was crowned Mrs. Minnesota 
International in 1999 and competed 


in the Mrs. U.S. International pag- 
eant the same year while receiving 
the benefits. 

In both contests she competed 
in aerobic, evening gown and other 
events, prosecutors said. 

The lawsuit seeks about 
$600,000, representing damag- 
es of three times what Henderson 
collected from Social Security, plus 


unspecified civil penalties, interest 
and costs. 

According to the complaint, 
Henderson falsely claimed she was 
disabled by a 1995 auto accident that 
caused headaches and prevented her 
from sitting for more than 20 min- 
utes, sleeping, reading her daily mail 
or lifting more than a few pounds. 
She received Social Security ben- 


efits going back to 1996. 

Karen Bailey, a spokeswoman 
for the U.S. attorney’s office, would 
not say whether Henderson was the 
subject of a criminal case as well. 
She said Henderson had 20 days to 
respond to the civil complaint. 

Henderson’s attorney, Steven 
Silton, said she is innocent, and 
that she provided “accurate and full 


information” to Social Security. 

Henderson, who declined 
to comment, also won the Mrs. 
Iowa International 2001 pageant, 
and went on to become a Mrs. 
International Top 10 finalist. She 
runs the Miss Teen International 
pageants in Minnesota and Iowa, 
according to the complaint.

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In the world of Beetle 
fans, Herbie rides 
again ... and again 

CLASSIC CARS I When Joe 
Mikolajczak wants to feel popu- 
lar, he doesn’t fire up a Mustang 
or Corvette to turn heads. He knows 
his baby blue 1969 Volkswagen 
Beetle will do the trick. 

“It’s neat,” he said. “Nobody sees 
me, but when I get into this car, 
everyone sees me.” 

A few years ago, the Beetle’s rot- 
ted- out engine began to stink up his 
co-worker’s house. Mikolajczak, of 
Webster, Mass., resurrected it with 
a few new parts and a dose of old- 
fashioned scrubbing. “I had it run- 
ning the next day,” he said. “I just 
loved the car after that.” 

Beetle owners, young and old, 
share an unspoken bond in this 
world, where owners refer to their 
Beetle by number (“Check out my 
62”) and wear shirts emblazoned 
with such slogans as “This Bug’s 
for You.” So when the last classic 
Beetle rolled off the assembly line 
in Puebla, Mexico, recently, it sig- 
naled the end of an era. But it could 
also mean a resurgence of Beetle 
collecting and restoring. 

The outdated engine of the 
Mexican-produced Beetles was 
blamed for contributing to the 
country’s pollution problems and 
led to its demise in late July. The 
final batch of 3,000 Beetles will 
become highly sought collec- 


tor’s items, although it is illegal 
to bring Beetles into the United 
States because of safety and pol- 
lution regulations. 

Volkswagen’s German facto- 
ries stopped making Beetles in 
1979. The company’s new Beetle 
was introduced in 1998, though 
the Mexican plant continued to 
make the old-style Beetle. 

Today, anyone with a few hun- 
dred dollars can become a classic 
Beetle owner. It takes more money 
than that, however, if the owner 
wants it in near-perfect condition, 
says Greg Curello, owner of Rusty 


Bugs Repair Shop in Hamden, 
Conn. Curello began repairing 
and restoring Beetles profession- 
ally in 1988. He has restored his 
own 1971 Beetle seven times, so he 
understands the lengths to which 
people will go to salvage what some 
would call junk. “People just have 
compassion for the cars and want 
to keep [them],” Curello said. 

Doctors, stock traders and fash- 
ion designers bring their Beetles to 


Curello, who says he’s the only strict- 
ly Beetle fixer in Connecticut. He 
keeps the dilapidated cars behind 
his garage, covered with sheets or up 
on a loft so he’ll have more room to 
work. Many are full of holes. It could 
take years to make them show-qual- 
ity, or even drivable. “It doesn’t 
make sense to fix them,” Curello 
said. “People want them out of sen- 
timent rather than for the car itself.”

Short 
trips are the killers. Three thousand 
miles or three months are then man- 
datory. 

What is your opinion on the trans- 
mission services where the old 
fluid is pumped out and replaced 
with new fluid? 

I love them. We have seen amaz- 
ing results on vehicles where the 
service is performed on a regu- 
lar basis. The ideal interval is two 
years or 24,000 miles. Just be care- 
ful that the shop uses the appropri- 
ate fluid for your vehicle. One size 
does not fit all.

four- cylinder engine, mated to 
Subaru’s first six- speed manual 
transmission in the States, can put 
out an amazing 300 foot-pounds of 
torque at 4,000 rpm. 

Gearing is on the low side, as I 
regularly needed to upshift quickly 
out of first gear to keep my speed 
climbing.

Las Vegas to lounge, 
shop and sightsee 


T 0 U R I S M I Brad Stone walks along 
the shiny marble floors of the 
Venetian hotel- casino’s new $275 
million tower smiling. He brags 
about the spacious rooms that aver- 
age $200 a night and the planned 
upscale restaurant that will draw 
refined palates and thick wallets. 

The executive vice president of 
the Las Vegas Sands, which owns 
the Venetian, hardly mentions table 
games and slot machines. In fact, 
visitors to the new hotel tower can 
commit what was once considered 
a cardinal sin in Sin City — they 
can check in without ever passing 
through the casino. 

This is the retooled Las Vegas, 
one in which casinos that rely purely 
on gamblers to generate the major- 
ity of their profits are dwindling. 
The new business paradigm focuses 
on hotel rooms, food, beverage and 
entertainment. 

During the past decade revenues 
for major casino companies have 
been moving slowly from gambling 
to nongambling sources, evidence 
that Las Vegas is evolving into a 
bona fide tourist destination — a 
sort of Disneyworld with vices. 

The revenue evolution has been 
gradual but definitive, Nevada 
Gaming Control Board data shows. 
In 1992, 61 percent of the revenues 
generated from casinos in Nevada 
came from gambling. Last year, that 
figure was 51.5 percent. 

The trend is even more pro- 
nounced on the Las Vegas Strip, 
where last year casinos reported 
only 43 percent of almost $9 bil- 
lion in revenue came from gam- 
blers. Ten years ago the figure was 
56.7 percent. 

The MRC Group Research 
Institute found in a recent survey 
that only 17 percent of the visitors 
surveyed said they intended to gam- 
ble. The top activities were sightsee- 
ing, pool lounging and shopping. 

In addition. Las Vegas is the 
No. 1 convention city in the coun-

try. In 2002, 14.6 percent of the all 
visitors to Las Vegas were conven- 
tioneers. 

Still, not all the casino giants 
have embraced the move toward 
nongambling revenue. Harrah’s 
Entertainment, for one, says it 
hasn’t strayed from its original mis- 
sion. Spokesman Gary Thompson 
said 89 percent of his company’s rev- 
enues last year came from gambling. 
On any given day during the week, 
Thompson said, more than half of 
Harrah’s rooms are complimenta- 
ry, attracting visitors who come to 
gamble with the lure of a free room.

EARLINE BUDD,atransgender (male to 
female), activist and program manag- 
er for Transgender Support Services 
at Us Helping Us, acommunity-based 
AIDS service organization, was online 
Tuesday to discuss recent crime 
againsttransgendersand what can be 
doneabout it. 

Why do you think transgenders are 
targets of crime? 

We are targets in that we live 
opposite our birth sex and that is 
also based on society’s views on 
what is normal. Concerning the 
recent attacks and murders, we 
feel very much that these are pos- 
sibly isolated incidents. But they 
still can be considered hate crimes 
because they are specific attacks 
on transgender individuals. 

Does “transgender” refer to people 
who are pre-operative and post- 
operative? How is “transgender” 
different from “transsexual”? 

In a very quick response, yes, 
transgender does encompass 
pre-op, post- op and transsexual 
because it is an umbrella term 
that includes an array of different 
communities. 

However, while this is basic 
terminology that is given to us 
by some states (California — and 
specifically San Francisco), many 
transsexuals, inter- sexed indi- 
viduals, pre-ops, post-ops do not 
identify with this term. 

Do you feel that the crimes direct- 
ed at transgendered individuals are 
any different from those directed 
at racial minorities? (For example, 
a white supremacist who doesn’t 
like Latinos or blacks and attacks 
them). 

I do agree that in terms of the 
result of these assaults and the 
murders that they are the equiva- 
lent of crimes of racial and ethnic 
prejudice. The assaults and the 
murders could be equated to the 
same level of crimes committed 
against individuals on the basis of 
race and ethnicty.
